This Election happily made in a quiet and peaceable manner, accordirg to 
the good order and cuſtom of the City, the perſons ſtanding in competition 
for Chamberlain were put up, who were Henry Loads and Mr. Peter 
Aleworth ( Sir Thomas Player as'tis faid declining it) for the forryer a conſider- 
able number of hands were- put up ; but upon view the majority. of Votes 
was adjudged to fall upon the latter, who was thereupon declared Chamber- 
lain Elect, in order to his taking upon him that great and honourable truſt. 
Sir Thowas Player was by ſome 1n nomination ; but the Votes for him were 
few or none. Theſe Elections were carried with all evenneſs,moderation and civi- 
ſiry, without any heats or claſhing:The which being over,divers perſons were th 
nominacion tor the Place of Bridge-Maſter, vacant by the death of Deputy 
Sexto . when for Theophilus Smith and William Topham the Votes ad- 
mitring of difficulty in deciſion, to whom the majority tell : And a Pole de- 
manded, ths Pole was granted, and the Hall Adjorned till Four in the After- 
no9N, at What: time the Pole began, and was carried on with all'regularity.
